The tw o leaders agreed to a n ­ 
sw er only w ritten questions from 
the 500 new sm en crow ding C en­ 
tral Hall, hard by the H ouses of 
P arliam en t. 
M any of the ques­ 
tions w ere hostile in tone, and 
these K hu rsh chev took for h im ­ 
self. 


Tired, but in obvious good h u ­ 
mor, he deftly an d jovially ju g ­ 
gled Avoids on Soviet 
intentions 
in the M iddle East, the nuclear 
arm s race, pbospects for a top- 
level Soviet visit to the U nited 
States and prospects for B ritish- 
Soviet trade, 


K huhshchev declared th a t R u s­ 
sia does no t ship arm s to anyone. 
“ And we w ould like th ere to be 
no shipm ents at all,” he said. 
R ut he added, “ I think w e would 
a n sw er w rongly if we w ere to 
say that w e w ould not sell arm s 
to states w hich urge us to do 
and the reason for th at is th at 
shipm ents are being m ade by o th ­ 
er countries.

ion the public should be a w a k ­ 
ened to a ve ry grave condition.” 
T he use of Penicillin, she said, 
resulted in such a m arked d e ­ 
crease in such diseases that 
it 
app aren tly gave the public a false 
sense of security and it w as as­ 
sum ed th a t VD was no longer a 
th reat to society, In fact, Con­ 
gress ap p aren tly shared in this 
false belief, for it reduced app ro ­ 
priations for VD w ork from ten

Since 1929 the 'local, state and 
federal tax burden of the popula­

Eminence district - 36 fires ra­ 
vaged 3.456 acres, with one blaze 
of incendiary origin in southern 
Dent county burning over 3.000 a- 
cres before being brought under 
control. 
Sam Baker district - 12 fires, 
loss of 1.058 acres. 
Lake of the Ozark.* district - nine 
fires, loss of 770 acres. 
Daniel Boone district - a fire 
burned 143 acre* after being strung 
for 16 miles along a railroad right 
of-way by an overheated locomo­ 
tive.

ings Since It W as a Christmas Gift in 1823— Taken W est in Covered 
Wagon— Jesse James Once Sat in It.

The small folding rocking chair 
in use every day in my home i n 
Excelsior Springs has seen its one 
hundred thirty-first Christmas this 
year. 
Three coverings have been 
v.orn out on it: 
two of Brussels 
carpeting, and one of red “ ingrain” 
carpel, put on in the late '70s. The 
folding arrangement is accompl­ 
ished by 6-inch iron strips bohed to 
both the arms and the s«»at. 
The chair was given tc my great­ 
grandmother, 
M ary 
Story, as a 
Christmas gift, by her parents in 
Lawrencebarg. Ky., in !!;23. It was 
i nthe covered wagon 
in which 
M ary and her husband, John S. 
Story, came to Mo., in 1829. As 
babies, four generations of their 
descendants, including me, have 
been locked to sleep in it. It h a s 
always been called a ‘'patent” roc­ 
ker for some reason. 
Mary and Jack, as he was call­ 
ed settled on a faini two miles 
west of the present Escelsior Spring 
Their log house was built from the 
timber cut on their place, and the 
rocker was the only piece of store- 
made furniture in it. 
Mary forgot 
to bring a rolling pin with h e “ 
from Kentucky and had to use a 
corn cob tc roll out the dough f o r 
her fried apple pies. 
Presently 
there were four daughters, a n d 
two sons to help the Storys lead 
their merry lives. 
Old-timers a- 
round here speak of how m ua h 
fun Jack was. 
“ My father said 
Jack Story was sure a card," they 
say. 
“ He'd get up in the middle 
of the night, cook a chicken, and 
get all the kids up 
at 2 in the 
morning to eat it.’ 
, 
“ Big Monday.” . 


The Storys lived thirteen miles 
from Liberty and always attended 
“ Big Monday” there. The round 
trip of twenty-six miles could b e 
made in one day. 
“ Big Monday” 
was, and still is, celebrated t n c 
first Monday of each month. 
A 
carnival atmosphere prevailed on 
the square. 
People from all over 
Clay County came with goods t o 
exchange or sell to their neighbors 
In several stores there would be a 
keg of free whisky with a con- 
vient tin cup attached. Some of the 
more immoderate drinkers spent 
Big Monday night in a ditch by the 
roadside, while their riderless hor­ 
ses went on home. 
In the '40s Jack Story built a 
southern colonial 
house 
on h i s 
farm, as much like one he had a- 
dmired in K e n t u c k y as he could 
make it. 
It had an enormous fire­ 
place and he painted the clap boa­ 
rds pink and the shutters green. It 
\\as set among cedar trees and one 
of 
his 
great 
grand - daugh 
ters, Mrs. Walter Schmidt of E x ­ 
celsior Springs 
has 
the wooden 
pegs which held the house together. 


Off to War. 


The neighbors were astonished 
when Jack signed up as “ John S. 
Story” , for the Mexican war, i n 
July, 1846. 
They did not question 
his patriotism, but thought a man 
of 44 years too old for soldiering. 
He was w'ith the 1st regiment o f 
Missouri Volunteers, under t h e 
command of Alexander W. Doni­ 
phan. 
This regiment took part in 
the battle of Brazito, won the bat­ 
tle of Sacramento, and on M ar­ 
ch 1, 1817, took formal possession 
of Chihuahua. 
A great public re­ 
ception and home-coming for Don­ 
iphan and his men took place o n 
the square in Liberty on July 13, 
1847. 
On the day before Christmas, 
1812, 
Great Grandmother 
M ary 
was baking squash pies. 
Her dau­ 
ghters, Mrs. McKinney, Mrs. W h­ 
eat. Mrs. Chaney, and my grand­ 
mother, Mrs. John Ford, would be 
coming for Christmas dinner, with 
their families. 
Her sons, John II. 


Ford (a future county judge), and 
W. S. Ford, were in the 48th regi­ 
ment ot the Missouri Militia. Mary 
was 
cooking on the newr-fangled 
stove Jack had recently brought 
home from Missouri City. 
He 
had gone to the river town for tne 
stove after seeing the following ad 
in the Liberty paper: 
“ Come and get It! 
The famine 
is ended! Two steamers will dock 
at Missouri City, from New Orleans 
on Nov. 29, with the following car­ 
go: 


100 bbls. certified whisky. 
100 half bbls. certified whisky. 
75 bbls. Old Rye whisky. 
25 half bbls. Bourbon whisky. 
75 bbls. malt. 
30 bbls. molasses. 
20 boxes window glass. 
30 barrels salt. 
40 cooking stoves. 
11 wash tubs.” 
SeekS a Stove. . 
Jack hoped 
while 
just 
about 
every body else was trying to buy 
the necessities like whisky and mail 
he might get hold of a luxury like 
a cooking stove. The stove and the 
fireplace made a terrific heat o n 
this warm December day before 
Christmas, so Mary opened the ki­ 
tchen door. As she put the ten sq­ 
uash pies on the pantry shelves she 
wondered if the children would c- 
ver see them. Clay County house­ 
wives of that day really had a pro­ 
blem. Many of the men in Mary s 
neighborhood had “ taken to the 
bush,” to keep from fighting in a 
regular outfit. They had a way of 
appearing unexpectedly and asking 
for food. 
If you fed them and the 
news got out, you were likely to be 
summoned before a military court, 
conducted by Col. William F. Pen- 
nick in Liberty, to tell why y o u 
were giving aid, comfort and food 
to the enemy. Colonel Pennick com­ 
manded a regiment 
of 
federal 
troops stationed in Liberty, and 
since sympathies there were over­ 
whelmingly for the south, he was 
having his own troubles. 
Unexpected Guest. 
M ary was starting to pluck th e 
turkey when a sound behind h e r 
caused her to look around. There 
sat Jesse James rocking in th e 
patent rocker, grinning at her. “ I 
smelled something spicy clear out 
in the road. Aunt M ary,” he said. 
“ Could I have some?” Mary won­ 
dered how she came to be Jesse's 
aunt, while she cut him a big piece 
of pie and poured a tumbler of 
milk. 
The future bandit was 1 3 
years old at the time, and a neigh­ 
bor boy, but she hoped a Union pa­ 
trol would not appear, looking for 
him. 
Jesse sat back down in tiie 
rocker, and started to eat. “ Wham 
went something against the clap­ 
boards just outside the door. Jesse 
jumped to his feet, spilling th e 
milk, his hand going to his g u n 
holster. 
“ What was that?” 
he 
asked. 
“ It's only Aunt Hannah, 
she imagines she’s hitting feder- 
nls with that broom. She gets cra­ 
zier every day,” answered Mary. 
The old Negress came in. the bro­ 
om held like a gun, and insane gl­ 
are in her eyes. “ Ah's guina r u n 
him out a here, please let me Miss 
M ary,” she begged advancing on 
Jesse. 
That young man gulped 
his milk and left, with the pie i n 
his hand. 
The parent rocker was given to 
my grandmother, Mrs. Ann Ford 
who had the “ ingrain” cover put 
on it in the '70s. She was so proud 
of it she had a picture made of it 
on a tin type. It was used for fifty 
years in a bedroom of the Seybold 
tavern, the home of my father, 
John H. Ford. The house burn­ 
ed three years ago. The only rea­ 
son I have the chair today, is that 
I was having it upholstered in tap­ 
estry at the time of the fire.

A "Patent" Rocker in an Excelsior Springs Home Hc^s Worn Out Three Cover­ 
ings Since It Was a Christmas Gift in 1823— Taken West in Covered 
Wagon— Jesse James Once Sat in It.

The small folding rocking chair 
in use every day in m y home i n 
Excelsior Springs has seen its one 
hundred thirty -first Christm as this 
j ear. 
Three coverings have been 
worn out on it; 
two of Brussels 
carpeting, and one of red “ ingrain” 
carpel, put on in the late 70s. The 
folding arrangem ent is accom pl­ 
ished by 6-inch iron strips bolded to 
both the arm s and the s^at. 
The chair was given to m y great­ 
grandm other, 
M ary 
Sto-.y, as a 
Christm as gift, by her parents in 
Lawrenceburg. Ky., in !!>23. It was 
i nthe covered wagon 
in which 
M ary and her husband, John S. 
Story, cam e to Mo., in 1829. As 
babies, four generations of their 
descendants, including mc, have 
been locked to sleep in it. It h a s 
always been called a ‘'p aten t'’ roc­ 
ker for some reason. 
M ary and Jack, as he was call­ 
ed settled on a f a in two miles 
west of the present Escelsior Spring 
Their log house was built from the 
tim ber cut on their place, and tho 
rocker was the only piece cf store- 
m ade furniture in it. 
Mary forgot 
to bring a rolling pin with h e r 
from Kentucky and had to use a 
corn cob to roll out the dough f o r 
her fried apple pies. 
Presently 
there were four daughters, 
a n d 
two sons to help the Story* lead 
their m erry lives. 
Old-timers a- 
round here speak of how m u c h 
fun Jack was. 
“ My father said 
Jack Story was sure a card,” they 
say. 
"H e’d get up in the middle 
of the night, cook a chicken, and 
get all the kids up 
at 2 in the 
m orning to eat it.’ 
“Big Monday.” . 
The Storys lived thirteen miles 
from Liberty and always attended 
“ Big Monday” there. The round 
trip of twenty-six m iles could b e 
m ade in one day. 
“ Big M onday” 
was, and still is, celebrated t n e 
first Monday of each month. 
A 
carnival atm osphere prevailed on 
the square. 
People from all over 
Clay County cam e with goods t o 
exchange or sell to their neighbors 
In several stores there would be a 
keg of free whisky with a con- 
vient tin cup attached. Some of the 
m ore im m oderate drinkers spent 
Big Monday night in a ditch by the 
roadside, while their riderless hor­ 
ses went on home. 
In the ’40s Jack Story built a 
southern colonial house on h i s 
farm , as much like one he had a- 
dm ired in K e n tu c k y as he could 
m ake it. It had an enormous fire­ 
place and he painted the clap boa­ 
rds pink and the shutters green. It 
was set among cedar trees and one

pegs which held the house together.

The supervision began 
early; 
even before birth. Malnutrition in 
the mother often causes prem atur­ 
ity and fatal deaths; therefore ade­ 
quate diet was stressed all during 
pregnancy, in both the prenatal 
clinics and the parents’ classes. 
Among the non-whites there was 
a decrease in the still birth rate 
from 65 93 per 1000 live births in 
1952 to 10.42 in 1955 . 
Prem aturity, congenial malfor­ 
mations, birth injuries and infec­ 
tions continued to take heavy toll 
of infants during the first few haz­ 
ardous days of life. This salvage of 
lives of infants and children has 
been the major factor in the in­ 
crease of life expectancy. There 
are more than 1,000.000 young peo­ 
ple living in the United States to­ 
day who would have died had the 
infant mortality rate of 1936 pre­ 
vailed until the present time. 
Child Health Conferences were 
held each month at Chaffee, ITlmo 
and Sikeston (white and nonwhite). 
Parents were invited to bring their 
well infants and preschool chil­ 
dren for complete physical exami­ 
nations, immunizations, vitamins 
A&D and advice on feeding and 
care. Two hundred thirty 
nine 
children had 611 conference visits. 
There was no charge for the servi­ 
ces rendered. There were no facil-

itis for diagnosing and treating sick 
children, and those who were ill 
were referred to their 
private 
physicians for care. Several chil­ 
dren were referred to the State 
Crippled Children’s Service and to 
the Blind Commisison for correc­ 
tion of defects. 
Arrangements were made for 
the parents of a blind baby to at­ 
tend a 2 day work shop at the Mis­ 
souri State School for the Blind. 
They returned with a much better 
understanding of their problem, 
and with a determination to help 
their handicapped son become a 
useful m em ber of society. 
The aim of the program was not 
merely to reduce mortality. An at­ 
tempt was m ade to teach the moth­ 
er what to expect as her child de­ 
veloped sp she would not worry 
about norm al behavior changes 
during the first year; that 
she 
might know the second year is the 
“no” stage, etc. Helping her ac­ 
cept her baby as he is, rather 
than trying to fit him into what 
she considers a universal child 
pattern, can produce a comfort­ 
able mother-child relationship. In 
such an atmosphere he can attain, 
not only good physical health, but 
a better chance to become a use­ 
ful, happy citizen.

We all recognize that a child is 
not just a school child; he is also 
a m em ber of a family and of a 
community with problems in all 
three areas. He is a human being 
with physical, emotional, social 
and m oral aspects which should 
concern the entire community. Of 
course, the parents have the pri­ 
mary responsibility for his health. 
But a more realistic approach is 
for the parents, the school person­ 
nel, and the other people of the 
community to meet together and 
work together on projects that con­ 
cern problems of school children. 
In the days of the “Little Red 
School House” , the school served 
as a community 
center 
where 
neighbors met and discussed their 
problems. As the schools became 
larger, the adult population 
no 
longer depended on them for social 
life. People remained interested 
somewhat in the activities in which 
their children participated, but only 
in a small way. 
In recent years there has been 
an awakening of interest in tho 
importance for people to work to­ 
gether on projects that concern 
school children. If parents, school 
personnel, doctors, dentists, pub­ 
lic health people and so-called ordi­ 
nary citizens learn to sit down to­ 
gether, and discuss 
difficulties, 
there is no limit to what they can 
accomplish. This is true democ­ 
racy in action. It is not the most 
rapid method of finding a solution, 
for it can progress no faster than it 
ca ncarry the public with it. But 
when a majority of people can 
see the need for changes, they can 
and will be made. 
Goals for school health were set 
out by the American Association 
of School Administrators. They are 
as follows: 
1. To create and maintain a 
healthful school environment. 
2. To develop an adequate health 
appraisal and counseling program . 
3. To provide first aid and em er­ 
gency care for children who be­ 
come ill or injured while under 
school jurisdiction. 
4. To modify the school programs 
to m eet the specific needs of chil­ 
dren with exceptionad health prob­ 
lems. 


5. To conduct a functional health 
education program for children and 
their parents. 
The school health program in 
Scott County is in its infancy, but 
it is started. There were no schools 
where the citizens of the commun­ 
ity failed to help carry out at least 
one project. The assistance given 
at the polio immunization clinics 
was interested and efficient. Two 
rural schools had all children tu­ 
berculin tested. The Chaffee school 
had community sponsored immuni­ 
zation clinics, a pre-school round­ 
up and vision screening for all chil­ 
dren. Blodgett had screening for 
hearing and vision defects, and all 
children were weighed and meas­ 
ured.

ings’ opposition to the negative re­ 
commendations by both the Bud­ 
get Bureau and the Department of 
Health, Education and W elfare re­ 
garding his and Senator Sym ing­ 
ton's 
proposed 
admendment 
to 
to make permanet provisions in 
the Federal-Missouri Aid to Blind 
Program . The letter in its entire­ 
ty reads as follows: 
' D ear Senator Byrd : 


I 
appreciate your sending me 
copies of the recommendations of 
the Bureau of the Budget and the 
Department of Health, 
Education 
and 
W elfare 
regarding 
m y 
and 
Senator Symington’s proposed a- 
mendment to make permanent the 
temporary provisions of Section 344 
of the Social Security Act Amend­ 
ments of 1950, as amended. How­ 
ever, I was very sorry that they 
did not recommend adoption of this 
amendment, and I am not at all in 
agreement with the arguments that 
they have advanced for their ac­ 
tion. I believe that there 
are a 
number of aspects of this situation 
that they have either overlooked 
or purposely ignored. 


“ I would like to reiterate m y posi 
tion that the amendment which we 
have proposed is sound from the 
standpoint of good administration 
and justice. First, I would like to 
point out that broad and worth­ 
while State programs ought to be 
encouraged 
by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment rather than having their 
development discouraged and ham ­ 
pered. Secondly, in asking for the 
complete elemination of the time 
limitation on the 1950 amendment, 
Missouri is not asking for special 
treatment permitting them to use 
Federal funds for purposes not au­ 
thorized in other States. They arc 
m erely asking for equal treatment 
in claiming a right to receive Fed ­ 
eral contributions to blind people 
admitted by everybody to qualify 
under 
authorized 
Federal-State 
programs. 
“ Since Congress itself in the 1950 
Amendment 
Act established the 
principal that blind persons receiv­ 
ing aid ought to be allowed up to 
$000 a year, why should the Feder­ 
al Government deny funds to M is­ 
souri because at its own expense, 
the State extends 
this principle 
to include blind persons earning up 
to $2,100 a year? I would like to re­ 
mind you that not a single cent of 
Federal funds is spent for assist­ 
ance for people who are not re­ 
garded as eligible under the Feder­ 
al law. The fact is that indefinite 
continuation of this 
amendment

permits Missouri to continue pay­ 
ing a pension to blind persons who 
cannot 
qualify for

State-Program of Aid to the Bl^sd, 
while at the same time allowing 
Missouri to participate in Federal 
matching payments made under 
the Federal - State program. 
“ I would also like to remind you 
that Federal Government shares 
in payments to three - fourths of 
the blind recipients in Missouri. 
The State bears, and I repeat, the 
sole cost of the remaining 25 per­ 
cent who are not eligible under the 
hardship standards decreed by the 
Federal authorities. 


“ The alternative is for Missouri 
to curtail her extremely humane 
and liberal program in order 
to 
continue to receive Federal aid 
or to do without Federal funds al­ 
together. I woul like to point out 
that either way, it is only the bilnd 
that w ill be hurt. The Finance Com­ 
mittee should not inflict this nec­ 
essary and ill-advised punishment. 
I cannot recommend more whole­ 
heartedly that Senator Symington’s 
and m y amendment receive full cn- 
dosement by your Committee. If I 
can give you any further informa­ 
tion, I will be only too glad to do 
so.

The letter in its entire­ 
ty read s a s follows: 
' D ear S en ato r Byrd: 
I app reciate your sending me 
copies of the recom m endations of 
the B u reau of the Budget and the 
D epartm ent of Health. 
Education 
and 
W elfare 
regarding m y 
and 
Senator Sym ington’s proposed a- 
m endm ent to m ake perm anent the 
tem porary provisions of Section 344 
of the Social Security Act Amend­ 
m ents of 1950. a s amended. How­ 
ever, I w as very sorry that they 
did not recom m end adoption of this 
am endm ent, and I am not at all in 
agreem ent with the argum ents that 
they have advanced for their ac­ 
tion. I believe that there 
are a 
num ber of asp ects of this situation 
that they have either overlooked 
or purposely ignored. 
“ I would like to reiterate m y posi 
tion that the am endm ent which we 
have proposed is sound from the 
standpoint of good adm inistration 
and ju stice. F irst, I wcvild like to 
point out that broad and worth­ 
while S tate program s ought to be 
encouraged by the F ederal Gov­ 
ernm ent rath er than having their 
developm ent discouraged and h am ­ 
pered. Secondly, in asking for the 
com plete elem ination of the tim e 
lim itation on the 1950 am endm ent. 
M issouri is not asking for special 
treatm ent perm itting them to use 
F ed eral funds for purposes not au­ 
thorized in other States. They arc 
m erely ask in g for equal treatm ent 
in claim ing a right to receive F ed ­ 
eral contributions to blind people 
adm itted by everybody to qualify 
under 
authorized 
Federal-State 
p rogram s. 
“ Since C ongress itself in the 1950 
Am endm ent 
Act established the 
principal that blind persons receiv­ 
ing aid ought to be allowed up to 
$600 a y ear, why should the F ed er­ 
al Governm ent deny funds to M is­ 
souri b ecau se at its own expense, 
the State extends 
this principle 
to include blind persons earning up 
to $2,100 a y ear? I would like to re­ 
mind you that not a single cent of 
F ed eral funds is spent for a ssist­ 
ance for people who are not re­ 
garded a s eligible under the F ed er­ 
al law. The fact is that indefinite 
continuation of this 
am endm ent

or to do without F ed eral funds al­ 
together. I woul like to point out 
that either way, it is only the bilnd 
that will be hurt. The Finance Com­ 
m ittee should not inflict this nec­ 
essa ry and ill-advised punishment. 
I cannot recom m end m ore whole­ 
heartedly that Sen ator Sym ington’s 
and my am endm ent receive full en- 
dosem ent by your Com m ittee. If I 
can give you any further inform a­ 
tion, I will be only too glad to do 
so.
